W.-E.°Payne,.as solicitor” for _the 
defence, submittea a lengthy ‘‘motion 
reviewing::-various . aspects. of this 
‘case, which: had® attracted “such wide- 
spread comment-last winter, and had 
to do with the death of a young: boy 
as the result of alleged cruelties* on 
the part of ‘the’accused. ‘Mr. Payne 
cited the hostile feeling that was evi- 
dent at the time, ‘and also: the threats 
that had been made against the’ accus- 
ed as well as.the crowds that had_-at- 
tended the preliminary. ‘hearing. He 
moveq for ‘change: of venue and: sug- 
gested: that ‘the case be tried at Ed- 
monton.

It has been subjected to 
one hundred hours immersion avd 
one hours in moist steam at 120 deg. 
-ahrt. without deterioration and has 
been used where the temperature 
was many degrees below Zero with 
complete success. Special tests have 
been carried out to ascertain its 
holding power when placed in posi- 
cion on the rail, and for flying par- 
ticles likely to cause iniory to by- 
standers, with completely satisface 
a results.

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DR. CLARK’S BREAK 


“Where do we go from here?” is a 
question that might very aptly be ap- 
plied tothe present political situation 
in the Red Deer riding. ‘This constitu- 
ency has become so accustomed to 
being represented by Dr. Michael 
Clark in the Federal house that it'is 
difficult to adjust our minds to any- 
thing different just at the moment. 
Even at that, one cannot always be 
sure what the result of an election 
may be—sometimes even the wisest 
ones get fooled, and we cannot be cer- 
tain that fighting “Red Michael” has 
been vanquished till the smoke of 
battle has cleared away. Unless, per- 
chance, he chooses to retire at this 
particular stage of the nation’s his- 


tory. 

One thing can safely be taken for 
granted, and that is. that the an- 
nouncement made by the Doctor him- 
self during the past week has already 
robbed the forthcoming U.F.A. Politic- 

~pl Association convention of a good 
deal of its interest from gq newspaper 
standpoint. There were promjnent U. 
F. A,,men who were very pronounced 
in the view that they were going to 
nominate and elect the Doctor, while 
many others were equally pronounced 
in the opinion that they were going to 
ssnow him under at the Convention. 

But it can now be safely assumed 
that the 1.F.A. Convention, which 
meets in Red Deer on the 30th inst., 
will not spend much time trying to 
persuade the Doctor to accept a 
nomination, for he has settled that 
point in advance. 

True, it is impossible to predict 
who will be the choice of the Conven- 
tion. Several names have been men- 
tioned, such as H. A. Malcolm, Innis- 
fail, C. F. Damron, Bentley, T. 
Miller, Sylvan Lake, and others. Some 
would even bring L. M. Gaetz back 
from the U.G.G. office in Calgary to 
force him out into the political arena. 
With the far flung boundaries of this 
eonstituency to be taken into consid- 
‘eration, 50 many localities being rep- 
resented, any definite forecast ‘is well 
nigh impossible. 

Some of the more optimistic have 
ventured the opinion that the Liberals 
would accord Dr. Clark a nomination. 
One thing about Liberals, they have 
good memories, and when a former 
Jeader has once turned his back on 
their cause, as Dr, Clark did in the 
Jast Dominion election, and entered 
the Union ranks, he would be about 
as popular in an orthodox Liberal Gon- 
vention as a skunk would be ata Sun- 
day school picnic, 

Then again, the Doctor has such 
pronounced Free Trade views, being 
known as possibly the only absolute 
¥ree Trader in public life today. He 
has raiseq the bars quite effectually 
against nomination as a government 
supporter, unless he chose Premier 
@Meighen as the ablest of the leaders 
in sight. Even then it is doubtful if 
the local government supporters 
would forget that it is not so very long 
aince the Doctor turned his back ow 
the Premier in the house and went 
over to the National Progressives. 

Now when a great parliamentarian 
and debater, as the worthy Doctor 
doubtiess is, has denounced the Liber- 
al party because {it would not support 
conscription ang other issues during 
the war, and because it was not true 
to its free trade professions; when he 
has taken issue with the government, 
on questions of fundamental policy; 
when he has deserted his new-found 
love because of her class organization 
4deas, and told Leader Crerar that he 
avould not stang for anything of the 
4:nd; when he has never shown any 
3»clination to qualify as a Labor lead- 
er of the orthodox variety; and when 
he has openly and severely criticized 
jocialism, he has about exhausted 

every available source of a party or 
group nomination. 

It would be a pity to see Dr. Clark 
retire from public life, and Red Deer 


woul lose one of its very best pub- 
licity agents if he did so. Under the 
circumstances, however, about the 
only way of retaining him, will be if 
he announces his candidature as an 
Independent candidate, and he cannot 
be accused of being anything else. In 
that case he would command a good 
deal of individual support in the riding 
which might crystallize into a very 
effective working organization. The 
extent and sources of his support 
would depend on the action that. the 
various parties and groups might take 
in nominating candidates ‘of their 
own. If he does throw his hat into 
the ring, Red Deer riding will know 
that there is an election going on, 
Ob erwite the affair may be -rather 
dull. 


The anti-waste press of London, 
England, is now tackling the alleged 
frivolous .prosecutions by government 
departments, ang makes the allegation 
that such prosecutions merely provide 
superfluous employment for unneces- 
sary Officials. The same contention 
might -very well apply to Alberta. 
Last week respectable citizens of Red 
Deer. were hauled before the police 
magistrate, without notice, to pay a 
paltry few cents arrearages in connec- 
tion with the workmen's compensation 
act, and fined. The arrears in some 
cases were less than two dollars,

DR. CLARK’S DECISION

Dr. Clark, second in’ command of}:

Dr. Clark made his decision on the 
day that Mr. Crerar and Mr. H. W. 
Wood, president of the U.F.A., had a 
conference in Alberta.’ There is rea- 
son to surmise that the brilliant mem- 
ber for Red Deer took such action af- 
ter the outcome of that conference. | 

Dr. Clark explains in very forceful 
language the reason for his decision. 
He is opposed to group government, 
which seems to be an essential part 
of the Farmer organization in Alber- 
ta. He vigorously opposes group or- 
ganization of any kind, 

Whether Dr. Clark's decision will re- 
sult in a dangerous split in the Far- 
mer organization, it is difficult to say. 
The Farmers in this province seem to 
be overwhelmingly in favor of some 
form of group organization, although 
there are many different interpreta- 
tions of that very vague phrase. In 
other ‘parts of the west the Farmers 
are less disturbed by group organiza- 
tion. 

The breach, coming as it goes at the 
beginning of a very critical election, 
is to be regretted. The Farmers 
should go into the encounter without 
division. 

The Albertan does not believe in 
group government. It does not believe 


B.|that the groups, whether for good or 


evil, can be maintained. There ‘is 
nothing of course to prevent the Far- 
mers or the Labor men, or the Calgary 
editors forming a political group if 
they desire. The political parties are 
not recognized in law or in the consti- 
tution. They cannot be. In the U.F. 
A, at the present time there are pro- 
gressive farmers and radical farmers 
and reactionary farmers. Eventually 
the Farmers will divide on lines of 
broader policy, and nothing can pre- 
vent it. It is bred in the bone. 

That group government {s really im- 
possible is seen in the action taken by 
the newly elected provincial govern- 
ment. The Farmers in deciding upon 
a government ignored all groups ex- 
cept the Farmer and Labor and pro- 
ceeded at once to organize an admin- 
istration in the old way. And that is 
the way that it is bound to be. 

The Albertan regrets Dr. Clark’s de- 
cision. It is barely possible that he 
exaggerated the importance of this 
shibboleth of group government. It 
‘regrets his action as it may keep out 
of parliament one of the ablest men 
in Canada and also because it may do 
harm to a great progressive move- 
ment at a critical occasion in the his- 
tory of the nation.

Winnipeg. An arbitrary rating has 

een: set, whereby a-No. 1 steer will 
bring 60 cents per hundred more than 
a No.2 steer. Likewise a No. 2 steer 
will bring 50 cents per hundred more 
than a No. 3 steer. 

All the shipments will also be pool- 
ed, so that the same price per hun- 
dred will be paid for all No. 1 steers 
regardless of when they go forward 
during this period. 

Several of the large breeders in the 
south are going into the scheme en- 
thusiastically.

Holiday. questions, _andy:impor- 
tant ones, these. {And as. the barom- 
eter does not always answer :as defi- 
nitely as we would wish, why not 
study the sunsets, Nature’s infallible 
weather indicators, and beat the bar- 
ometer? 

A yellow sunset is a sure sign of 
wet. The color is fhere because con- 
densed vapour refracts yellow. Such 
vapour may hold itself for a time, but 
it is bound to. let itself out within, 
twelve hours, or less, as;rain. 

A red sunset indicates, as most of 
us know, @ fine day on the morrow. 
The vapours have not been condensed 
even by the cold of sunset, and, ex- 
cept in extremely abnormal circum- 
stances’ no condensation will occur 
for twenty-four hours at least, and so 
—no rain. 

On the other hand, a red sunrise 
means rain. Vapour in the upper 
air is just on the point of being con- 
densed. An hour or two and it will, 
because it must, fall as rain. 

A grey sunrise indicates a fine day.|

He found that everything 
was then open, and proceeded at once 
to make a tour of the field, with the 
result that he staked fifteen claims 
and decided to,get machinery together 
and start operations there.

He could not 
long have withstood this sort of treat- 
ment, for the sea beat. him, about 
fiercely, and flung him again and ‘again 
against the side of the vessel, but 
presently a gust of wind lurched the 
schooner over ‘well; her lee rail plung- 
ed beneath the water}. and at the same 
moment another wave picked the cap- 
tain wp and tossed him sprawling on 
the sloping deck. Battered as he 4vas, 
he*had strength enough left to. seize 
the standing rigging and cling to it 
while the water poured back again 
into the sea,

The wind had dropped and a 
gun was fired across his bows as a

The,chief mate, an excellent sea- 
man, had been gazing at the horizon, 
and now remarked: “I wish that squall 
would come on,” and asked if he might 
hoist, the topmast steering sail. 


The captain at once complied with ‘ed 


the chief mate’s request. Just as the 
crew were engaged in carrying out 
the orders, the squa?l ryshed upon 
them, and in a moment they were en- 
veloped in a thick atmosphere and 
blinding rain. 

The captain,knowing that the squall 

must ‘have struck the enemy’s ship at 
the_same time it did this, and feeling 
sure. that they would rum before it, 
ordered his helm to be pyt hard down; 
and steered.directly -for the quarters 
-where. his vessel ‘had last seen the 
enemy, keeping the wind full on the 
beam, althqugh the force of it sent 
him, heeling bulwarks under. 

His officers became ajarmed for the 
masts, but he carried on at all risks. 
By the course he steerad he must have 
passed astern of the enemy's vessels 
at a very short distance, yet entirely 
hidden from ‘their sight by the thick- 
ness of the atmosphere. 

It was impossible to predict how 
long the squall would tast. If it 
hlew over soon it might leave the 
Englishman in sight of the enemy, 
who, with the whole day before him, 
would certainly be able to capture 
him. He therefore determined to 
make the most of it while it held out, 
and he carried gn without taking in 
a single sail. _

lost most of his sails, two boats—and.

THE BARGE’S SURVIVORS

day the barge, floating bottom  up- 
wards, was observed by the crew of 
a passing steamer, who, {n antigfpa- 
tion of salvage, attached a rope ‘to the 
wreck and towéd her into the harhor 
vat Hull, 

None, of course, dreamed that any 
living being remained on board, but’ 
after some time had elapsed a faint 
sound of knocking was heard from 
within. The vessel was still upside 
down. A hole was made in-the hull 
as speedily «ss y7ssible and the. wo- 
mun and her children, fearfully ex- 
hausted, werg taken out. ’ When the 
barge had been overturned and’ partly 
filled with water,asmal} space of air 
had still been left; the woman's hea 
came just over the water line, and for 
many hours of intense suffering she. 
had been. supporting her clinging 
children as best she could.

Unemploymest exists in 
particular localities to a considerable 
extent, but it will not, I think, become 
acute during the fall months. There 


1 undoubtedly be considerable un-! 


employment during the winter, but the 
possifilities of this has been thorough- 
fy appreciated for some months past 
and the governments, municipalities 
sand corporations are prepared to take 
such steps as they legitimately can to 
reduce it by the only proper means, 
namely, by wherever possible provid- 
ing work. Any other method of re- 
Neving the situation should only be 
considered because of absolute neces- 
sity. There is still some shortage of 
aber on the railway for maintenance 
work, and while good weather prevails 
‘the forees may be increased end thus 
provide employment for those who are 
‘willing to amdertake this kind of 
labor. There is also, I'am glad to 
say, a steady improvement in 
financial situation and a good demand 
for high grade securities, espectally in 
the United States, which conditions 
svil] undoubtedly be reflected in a 
short time on those existing int Cans- 
da, * 


NO CAUSE FOR PESSIMISM 


“There is nothing in the situation 
whieh should eause pessimism. The 
problems we have to face are known 
and therefore caputie of being dealt 
with. The period of rigid economy 
which we have gone through was not 
without its advantages. In ne other 
‘way could an adequatg appreciation 
of the situation be obt#@ned;and while 
avoidable expenditures have of neces- 
sity heen deferred they will have to be 
ineurred later, which will mean the 
e@arrying out of all those that are 
mecessary a8 soon as the conditions 
warrant. Work deferred is not work 
completed, aid extensions and addi. 
tions to existing plants will be neces- 
sary.even to mect a normal expansion 
of business next year. 

“The conditions in Canada are fun- 
damentally sound. There hes been 
nothing in the nature of an acute de- 
pression, especially as compared with 
«ther countries. It is, I think, a fact, 
however, that the two great necessi- 
ties for this country’s advancement, 
namely, the obtaining of suitable set- 
tiers in as large numbers as possible 
‘and the attraction of capital for th- 
sxtension of Canadian enterprisc 
sshould'be given the most serious con-

“Government economy ‘still. should 
be a watchword and the moneys neces- 
sary for the maintenance of the coun- 
try’s institutions and’ the meeting of 
its obligations should: be obtained by 
measures which will bear as lightly as 
possible wpon the individual taxpayer. 
I think it will be found that a reduc- 
tion in the income taxes will be the 
part of wisdom and as in the United 
States, reductions in these taxes .will 
be highly-desirable ‘because of the con- 
sequent releasing of moneys for in- 
dustrial and commercial expansion. 


THE BEST CANADIAN 


“The aggregate moneys for invest- 
ment thus made available will be con- 
siderable, and while it ts impossible 
for us to meet the capital demands of 
the country with Canadian capital 
only, the more of our own moneys 
which are invested in Canada, the 
better for the country. The best 
Canadian is he who has a_ personal 
stake in the enterprises of his own 
country. There is nothing special to 
announce-as to the company’s progress 
for 192%, as that will not be determin- 
ed until a juter date.” 

INCREASE IN RATES 

Asked what, he thought of the rate 
situation, Mr. Beatty stated that un- 
doubtedly decreases would fbe neces- 
sary at least as soon as financial con- 
ditions of the companies warranted it. 
He pointed out that during the period 
of strict economy the purchases of 
the larger systems were very greatly 
reduced, anf from the standpoint of 
the welfare of the country it was 
highly undesirabie that their finances 
should be so contracted that fairly 
free spending of money in Canada 
should be prevented. He pointed out 
that all railway companies preferred 
to make reasonable earnings through 
the free movement of traffle at mod- 
erate rates, rather than a restricted 
movement under higher rates, but that 
regard must be had to the earning 

power and consequent effect on the 
credit of the companies if moneys 
were to be readily obtained to enable 
them to meefthe natural expansion of 
the country, which was inevitable and 
not dn his opinion in the distant 
future.
